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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. Claims 1-2, 7-9, 14-18, 20-27, 29-37, 39-43, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as being anticipated by Sawada et al. (US Pub. 2001/0021663). 

Regarding claims 1 and 8, Sawada et al. disclose an electronic apparatus 
comprising: 

an electronic device including a body (1, fig. 1 ); and 

a battery (2, fig. 1-4) coupled to the body to supply current to said electronic 
device (see par.0002), 

wherein said battery includes a memory unit having a built-in main memory (see 
42, 43 fig. 8,) and a detachable auxiliary memory (see 3, fig. 1-3 and par.0034). 

Regarding claims 1 5 and 22, Sawada et al. disclose everything as claim 1 above. 
More specifically, Sawada et al. disclose "memory units" (see 42,42, 3 fig. 8). 

Regarding claim 31, Sawada et al. disclose everything as claim 1 above. More 
specifically, Sawada et al. disclose forming communication pathway to transfer 
information between the electronic device and one of the memory units (see par. 0041). 
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Regarding claim 16-17, 23-24, Sawada et al. disclose one of the memory units is 
detachable form said battery (see 3, fig. 1 , par.0040-0041 ) 

Regarding claims 31-32, Sawada et al. disclose everything as claim 1 above. 
More specifically, Sawada et al. disclose "forming a communication pathway to transfer 
information between the electronic device and one of the memory units" (see par.0041 ). 

Regarding claims 2, 9, 20-21, 27, 33-34, Sawada et al. disclose said battery 
further comprises a primary power (see par.0039, 0055) connection to connect to said 
electronic device, and a secondary power output port to connect to another device to 
supply current thereto (see par.0046, "jack 25" corresponding to "output port" and "the 
head receiver 4" is inherently supplied current buy battery pack 22 in order to hear 
audio signals). 

Regarding claims 7, 14, 30, Sawada et al. disclose the main memory is one of a 
memory chip, and the auxiliary memory is the other of the memory chip and the memory 
card (see par. 004). 

Regarding claim 18, Sawada et al. disclose said electronic device is one of a 
portable phone, a personal digital assistant, and a computer (see par.004). 

Regarding claim 25, Sawada et al. disclose the electronic devices are detachably 
connected to accesses said memory (see par.0024). 

Regarding claim 26, Sawada et al. disclose connectors through which the 
electronic devices are detachably connected to be powered by said energy storage unit 
(see par.0041, 0055). 
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Regarding claim 29, Sawada et al. disclose the one memory unit comprises a 
recordable medium housed in a case (see par.0040). 

Regarding claims 35-36, Sawada et al. disclose both the electronic apparatus 
and the another electronic apparatus are not connected to the battery at the same time 
(see par.0021 , 0045, fig.8. The battery pack 22 has it own CPU, DSP and audio device. 
Therefore, there is no need the present of portable unit 21 in order the battery pack to 
provide audio playback to the head receiver 4). 

Regarding claim 37, Sawada et al. disclose the electronic apparatus and the 
another electronic apparatus are of the same kind (see par.004, since Sawada et al. do 
not mention battery pack is not being security equipped. Therefore, it is inherently the 
battery pack is used for any universal mobile phone). 

Regarding claims 39-40, Sawada et al. disclose another battery (9) includes 
another memory unit (3). 

Regarding claims 41-43, Sawada et al. disclose forming another communication 
pathway (see par. 0041) such that a detachable one of the memory units is accessible 
by the electronic apparatus. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claim 38 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sawada 
et al. (US Pub. 2001/0021663). 

Regarding claim 38, Sawada et al. disclose everything as claim 1 above. 
However Sawada et al. do not mention connecting the electronic apparatus to another 
battery. The examiner takes an Official notice that the concept connecting the 
electronic apparatus to another battery is well known in the art. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, the mobile 
unit 1, fig. 1 is a complete independent unit that being power supply by any other 
conventional battery pack that has no memory as long as the battery pack provide with 
appropriate connection, voltage, current, etc. 

5. Claims 3, 10 and 19, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sawada et al. (US Pub. 2001/0021663) in view of Cooper (US Patent 5,771,448). 

Regarding claims 3, 10, 19, Sawada et al. fail to disclose a communication port 
to connect the memory unit to another device to exchange information with the another 
device". 

Cooper disclose a communication port to connect the memory unit to another 
device to exchange information with the another device" (see col. 6 lines 30-34). 
Therefore, It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the system of Sawada et al. with the above teaching of 
Cooper in order to enable an external computer to read and write to battery pack's 
memory. 
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6. Claims 4-5 and 11-12, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sawada et al. (US Pub. 2001/0021663) in view of Cooper and further 
in view of Johnson et al. (US Patent 6,524,122). 

Regarding claims 4, 1 1 , Sawada et al. fail to disclose communication port is 
installed to slide so that a free end of the communication port protrudes to connect to 
another device. 

Johnson et al. disclose communication port is installed to slide so that a free end 
of the communication port protrudes to connect to another device (see fig. 3, 4 and col. 7 
lines 37-60). Therefore, It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to modify the system of Sawada et al. and Cooper with 
the above teaching of Johnson et al. in order to provide a torsion spring that helps the 
connector retractable and extractable smoothly. 

Regarding claims 5 and 12, Sawada et al. fail to disclose communication port is 
disposed to be flipped out from a body of said battery at a predetermined angle. 

Johnson et al. disclose communication port is disposed to be flipped out from a 
body of said battery at a predetermined angle (see col. 5 lines 49-55). Therefore, It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify the system of Sawada et al. and Cooper with the above teaching of 
Johnson et al. in order to provide a retractable connector that can be used in variety of 
desired position including various angles. 
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7. Claims 6 and 13, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sawada et al. (US Pub. 2001/0021663) in view of Miyoshi et al. (US Pub. 
2001/0044331). 

Regarding claims 6, 13, Sawada et al. fail to disclose the main memory is 
detachable from the memory unit. 

Miyoshi et al. disclose the main memory is detachable from the memory unit (see 
par.0039). Therefore, It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to modify the system of Sawada et al. with the above 
teaching of Miyoshi et al. in order to provide a memory can be installed freely and also 
capable of supporting data write to the memory of the cellular phone (as suggested by 
Miyoshi et al. see par.0002). 

8. Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sawada 
et al. (US Pub. 2001/0021663). in view of Tringali et al. (US Patent 6,545,891) 

Regarding claim 28, Sawada et al. fail to disclose a printed circuit board to 
connect said memory to said communication port. 

Tringali et al. disclose a printed circuit board to connect said memory to said 
communication port (see col. 2 lines 24-27). Therefore, It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the system 
of Sawada et al. with the above teaching of Tringali et al. in order to provide memory 
device with support elements to plug/contact with other electronic device.
